DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 2-16 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to claim 1 , the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious an apparatus for varying the path length of a beam including: an element 
rotatably mounted about an axis, said element comprising two reflective surfaces in fixed 
relation to one another such that radiation is reflected between said reflective surfaces and out of 
the element; and driving means for rotatably oscillating said element back and forth about said 
axis, wherein said driving means comprises a galvanometer. 

As to claim 15, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a method for varying beam path length including: providing an element 
comprising two reflective surfaces in fixed relation to one another such that radiation is reflected 
between said reflective surfaces and out of the element; rotatably mounting said element about 
an axis; and rotatably oscillating said element back and forth about said axis using a 
galvanometer.
